N the high road from West Gloucester, Mass., to Essex stands 
what was known as the old Freeman house, one of the most 
ancient landmarks in these parts. It is one of the oldest inns in 

New England. Whether it was built by Sylvester Everleth or Everleigh, 
the original settler, or his son, is not certain. Everleigh had considerable 
tracts of land at West Parish in 1648, and was granted a license to main- 
tain a public house and it is believed that this house was used as a tavern 


at that early date. 


It is one of the four houses on Cape Ann with the second-story over- 
hang, a style affected by the earliest settlers of pretension. The four 
pendants which hung from underneath the coving have long since been 
missing, although the wooden carving of a floral scro!l below each one 
remains intact. The massive chimney of brick, nearly nine feet square 
at the base, is the central figure in the architectural construction. 


Its sills and frame are fourteen-inch oak, doweled with long oak pins, 
dovetailed and mortised. A building-wrecker would have to use dyna- 
mite aplenty to pry it apart. Its sumpter beams of the same dimension, 
one of which is in every room, beveled on the two lower edges, bearing 
the adzemark of antiquity, and substantial trussing and crossbeams fur- 
ther reinforce its structure. Before 1730 the tavern passed into possession 


of a Rust and, later, to a Stanwood, from whom it was bought by Robert 
Freeman. Bob, as he was called, ran away from South Carolina and 
was a negro slave in the family of James Knowlton. He was so faithful, 
and Mr. Knowlton, being very fond of him, told Bob he was no longer 
a slave but a free man and he gave him the name of Robert Freeman. 


Since that time it has been occupied by his descendants, The last of 
the line and of the original colored people on the Cape, Miss Harriet 
Johnson passed away in July, 1931. In this house she was born. A few 
years ago the capacious chimney caught fire. A passerby noting the 
blaze rang in an alarm. The fire chief and his men came to the scene 
and after they had extinguished the blaze they found Hattie sitting in a 


rocker serenely unconscious of what the trouble was all about. 


“Why don’t you leave here, Hattie, and go where you will be weil 
taken care of?” said the kind-hearted chief. 
“Sentiment, chief. Here’s where I was born and lived all my life, 


and these old walls are home to me.” > 


They tell the story of one of the Revolutionary tavern keepers. Tray- 
elers would come along about nightfall, tired, hungry and footsore. The 
alluring sign of “Boarding and Baiting’—‘Entertainment for Man and 
Beast” had an irresistible appeal.

“How far are we from Gloucester?” they asked the boniface. 


“Five miles ahead and all uphill,” was the reply indicating a rise 
just ahead. The truth was that just beyond that short rise was Glouces- 
ter, all down hill and the descent to the old fishing town was easy and a 


short distance away. 


That settled it, and the traveler stayed overnight, just a stone’s throw 


from his goal and the landlord waxed fat in purse and girth. 


Apparently decrepit and falling to pieces from neglect, bearing signs 
of battling the storms of winter and the suns of summer for nearly two 
hundred and eighty years, the house was purchased in January, 1932, by 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter J. Keffer of the F. C. Poole Antique Shops. Today 
it remains practically as built, with the original plank doors. The four 
missing pendants have been replaced and the chimney rebuilt. 


On June 29th, 1932, it was opened again to the public under the

A man named Davis in 1793 built a small house 
in the Notch. In the fa'l of 1825 Samuel Willey, Jr., 


moved into it and opened a tavern for travelers. | 
On August 28, 1826 after a prolonged drought a | 


terrific rain broke and the Saco rose 24 feet. That 
night occurred the famous Willey House Slide. 
Mr. Willey and his family, nine souls in all, fled to 
a refuge hut nearby and were all killed. The 
avalanche parted on a rock ridge above the house 
itself and passed by leaving it intact. The family 
bible was spread open on the table at the 18th 
Psalm, which begins "The Lord also thundered in 
the Heavens." On the bar was a glass of toddy, 
untouched. 

Further down the Notch is Nancy's Brook, named 
for a young servant girl, Nancy was engaged to 
be married to a farmhand named Jim Swindell. 
She gave him her savings and went to Lancaster for 
her wedding bonnet. Her lover fled down the 
Notch with her money and she followed his foot- 
steps in the snow in the dead of winter, thirty miles 
or more, and was later found frozen to death on the 
banks of this brook. Swindell went insane upon 
hearing of her fate and it is said his ghost may still 
be heard groaning among the mountain crags on 
still cold nights.

For 15 years she headed the bureau | 
of immigration and Americanization of | 
the state department of education. So 
devoted was she to her work that it 
was not uncommon for her to meet in- 
coming steamers to interview immi- 
grants, 

She held membership in numerous 
boards of management of Boston chari- 
ties. An interest in the Museum of Fine 
Arts led her to deposit for display there 
her outstanding collection of Paul 
Revere silver. ‘ 

Her most prized charity was the 
Massachusetts.. General Hospital, to 
which she devoted a great deal of her 
time. Since 1877, when she: was made 
a member of the ladies’ visiting com- 
mittee she contributed to the develop- 
ment of the hospital, of which she was 
named a trustee by Gov. McCall in
